vance guard of the Chinese forces 
moving against the Japanese. 
On Aug. 14, still according to the 
reports received by the native press, 
the Chinese were re-enforced by 4,000 
troops from Yi-Chow and on the day 
following they attacked the Japanese 
lines at Chung-Ho w ith the result 
th at the Japanese 
retreated. 
On 
Aug. IO the Chinese army was, the re­ 
port says, further re-enforced by 13,- 
000 fresh troops, and on Aug. 17 they 
attacked the Japanese, who are said 
to have lost 1,000 men and their heavy 
baggage. 
The Chinese, on Aug. 18, advanced 
to Huang-Chow, 
and 
passing too 
near 
the 
T atung 
river, 
where 
there were thirteen Japanese war­ 
ships, were attacked by the Japanese, 
who opened fire 
upon 
them, in­ 
flicting a loss of several hundred 
men. At ebb tide on the same day, 
the native reports add, three of the 
Japanese warships got aground and 
were severely damaged by the fire of 
the Chinese artillery, which was han­ 
dled from ambush. 
The bulk of the 
Japanese forces, it is further 
as­ 
serted, retreated southward, pursued 
by the Chinese cavalry until night 
stopped the la tte r’s advance. 
Gen. 
Yen, the Chinese commander, then 
made a detour and attacked 
the 
Japanese in the 
rear, 
completely 
routing them and capturing Huang- 
Chow. 
The general news received 
here 
does not confirm the reports of these 
Chinese successes received by the na­ 
tive press.

MAN ARRESTED AT OSHKOSH. 


Charged With Horse Stealing at Can­ 
ton, Ohio, Ten Years Ago and Saw­ 
ing His Way Out of Jail He Is 
Taken Back to the Buckeye State 
by the Sheriff. 


B. F. Landis, who ran a wholesale 
cigar store on North Main street for 
some time and went from here to Osh­ 
kosh where he engaged in the same 
business, did not look like a desperate 
crook, and when he walked Janesville 
streets nobody dodged into dark stair­ 
ways for fear of personal injury. 
He's in jail though. 
He was arrested at Oshkosh yester­ 
day for horse stealing in Ohio eight 
years ago. 
The arrest was made by 
sheriffs from Snark county and Drake 
county, Ohio, on authority of the Anti- 
Horse Thies societies of those count­ 
ies. 
It is claimed that Landis was 
convicted of horse stealing at Canton 
and after serving two terms for the 
same offense, sawed his way out of 
the Greenville, Ohio, jail. 
Then he 
disappeared, and while he was in 
Janesville he kept his whereabouts 
dark, He left here some time ago and 
has been in Oshkosh since. 
The peo­ 
ple of that town had no suspicion that 
he was a fugitive from justice.

had a wife there, but it is said he also 
has a wife and family in Ohio.

Landis was arrested in Darke county 
for horse stealing. 
While confined in 
the county jail awaiting trial, he 
escaped by sawing the bars of his cell, 
after only thirty days' confinement. 
Search was immediately instituted for 
him,but no trace was found until 1S86 
when it 
was 
discovered that he 
was 
in 
the 
Ohio 
state 
prison 
serving a five years’ sentence for horse 
stealing committed in 
Canton, 
in 
Stark county. 
The officials of Darke 
county intended to re-arrest him on 
the first charge as soon as his sen­ 
tence had expired, but after serving 
tw o years he was released on parole 
for the remainder of his term. 
This 
enabled him to avoid arrest on the 
former charge, as he was still in charge 
of tbe state officials. 
In 
1891 the 
Darke 
county 
officers 
were pre­ 
pared 
to 
arrest him, 
but by some 
means 
he evaded arrest 
and fled 
from 
the 
state. 
For 
three 
years no trace 
was 
found 
of 
bim, but thp Ohio officials, with great 
persistency, continued the eearch, and 
they finally located him in Oshkosh. 
Landis is no common horse thief, the 
officers say, but one of the most ex­ 
tensive and daring in the country. 
His operations were not confined to 
taking stray horses, but whole car­ 
loads of stock as well. 
Ohio is in­ 
fested with horse thieves to an alarm­ 
ing extent and the punishment for the 
crime is summary and speedy.

Welker is a member of a company for 
the suppression of horse thievery and 
b s is acting under orders from the 
company. 


Steel Knuckles In His Pocket. 
When Landis was searched a very 
deadly steel knuckle was found in his 
pocket. 
He said to an Oshkosh re­ 
porter that he was forty-five years of 
nge, having been born in Ohio in 
1849. 
After teaching school for a 
number of years the tobacco business 
engaged his attention. 
In March of 
1892 ne came to Janesville and opened 
rn cigar and tobacco store remaining 
bere for two years and a half, until 
bis removal to Oshkosh. 
He has been 
married twice, and was wedded to his 
present wife who was an Ohio girl 
three years ago. 
At present his wife 
and two children are in this city vis­ 
iting with a daughter by his former 
w ife. 
Landis says that he is a mem­ 
ber of Janesville branch No. 90, of 
the I. O. O. F., and to substantiate his 
statement he displayed the insignia of 
the order. When asked why he carried 
such weapons, as knuckles, he said: 
"I have been to Portage on a busi­ 
ness trip and got off at Minnesota 
Junction to walk around, when I 
found them and put them in my 
pocket. 
I had not been in my store 
tw o minutes before my arrest fol­ 
lowed, and 
consequently I 
never 
thought of removing them.” 
He asked the reporter what the 
charge against him was for which he 
was imprisoned, and upon receiving 
xo enlightenment from that source he 
yrofessed atter ignorance as to the 
cause of his arrest. 
“ I do not know what to say or do. 
I know nothing and am totally igno­ 
rant of the intricacies of law ,” said 
Landis when asked if the services of a 
lawyer were required. When told that 
he was to go back to Ohio this after­ 
noon, he said: 
“ They will not need requisition 
papers, for I will return with them.” 
Finally he said that the charges 
against him were probably made by 
some fellow under imprisonment at 
the present time in Ohio.

Landis is of slight build, dark hair 
and piercing black eyes and weighs 
about 130 pounds.

FARRAGUT’S FIGHT. 


V/ITH THE CONFEDERATE RAM TEN­ 
NESSEE IN. MOBILE BAY. 


A Sea Monster of the Merrimac Type—The 
Tennessee Gave Battle to a Whole Tleet 
of Ships aud Monitors—Daring Deeds of 
Thirty Years Ago.

NFERN AL ccn- 
tnccs for de­ 
struction in war 
lost caste when 
the Monitor set- 
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tied the monster 
Merrimac for good 
and all in Hamp­ 
ton Roads, but the 
fate of their first 
ram didn’t scare 
the Confederates 
from the field by 
any means. 
The 
fact that it re­ 
quired a miracle to defeat the ram, which 
was nu improvised a'fair, cobbled up from 
an old abandoned luili and the odds and 
ends of machinery and railroad iron, was 
in itself encouraging to her projectors. 
The next effort in that line might produce 
a veritable “ soadcvil,” while tho second 
*rop o f monitors might not be so valiant 
fs the first, or at least not so fortunate. 
The Arkansas in the Yazoo and the Mis­ 
sissippi f diowed the Merrimac and experi­ 
enced a similar fate, but before ending a 
vet dashing career she ran amuck, 
g lier way through two of the best 
■ d Union fleets in the Mississippi, 
r antagonists were glad to let her 
The Albemarle next took up the 
terrorizing the sounds and rivers of 
North Carolina until brave Cushing sent 
lier to tho bottom with a torpedo, the only 
one of rile three formidable ironclad rams 
to go down at the hands of an enemy. 
Tho Merrimac and the Arkansas commit­ 
ted suicide, as it were, in order to escape 
the shame of capture—that is, they were 
abandoned and blown up by their com­ 
manders. 
Both ran their careers in 1862, 
and two years passed before the Confed­ 
erates had the temerity to revive this 
method of naval warfare. 
Desperation 
drove them to it. 
They were lacking in 
yards, in shops, in machinery and m a­ 
terial for constructing a navy to compete 
with Uncle Sam’s, but they had standing 
timber and old scrap iron in abundance 
and stout willing hands to grapple with 
the task of building rude ships in the slow 
old way. 
The fight of tho south against Union 
blockaders was in two years narrowed 
down to a contest for three ports—Wil­ 
mington, Charleston and Mobile. 
The 
last named, having but one entrance, suf­ 
fered tho most from tho blockade, and 
early in 1861 tho Confederates set to work 
to raise it by means of a powerful ram. 
Adm iral Buchanan, the commander of the 
Merrimac in the Hampton Roads battle, 
was then at the head of naval affairs in 
Mobile bay. Other officers of tho first ram 
still served under him and devoted their 
skill and experience to the building of a 
new monster, the Tennessee, with the ex­ 
press purpose of dashing into Farragut’s 
blockading squadron and putting an end 
to il . 
But about the time the ram got 
ready for business Farragut brought up 
four ironclads from tho Mississippi, and 
placing them at the head of his fleet of 
wooden ships of war set sail for the bay, 
intending to knock to pieces tho fort.s and 
slighter vessels defending the city before 
the famous lam, of which ho had heard, 
could come to the rescue. 
Tho battle of 
Mobile Bay, Aug. 5, 1864, was the result. 
The hull of the ram Tennessee had been 
constructed the previous winter on the 
wooded bluffs along the Alabama river 
above Selma. Her machinery and battery 
were placed in a’ Mobile, and at the same 
time her monstrous shield received a plat­ 
ing of iron. 
She was modeled upon the 
Merrimac and resembled her very much 
when lying in the water. Her hull, 209 
feet long, was surmounted amidships by a 
shield made of alternate layers of yellow 
pine and white oak plank 25 inches thick, 
extending at an angle of 45 degrees from 
below tho water over her batteries, en­ 
gines and quarters. 
Tho planking in the 
shield was eight feet in length. 
Over it, 
when completed, she carried six inches 
-of plating in three layers bolted through 
the tiiick wooden backing. 
Her guns, six 
in number, were mounted in sponsons pro­ 
jecting from the sides of the shield. 
Her 
battery was light, consisting of four 4 inch 
rifles in broadside and two 7 y inch rifles 
in pivot fore and aft. 
Her strength lay 
in her iron armor and in her massive spur 
or yam. 
This ann was constructed by 
bending her planking and plating, short­ 
ened to about six feet, at a sharp anglo all 
around her bow. 
Had other things been 
equal the armor and iron beak would have 
made the Tennessee the most powerful ,of 
all tho dreaded rams of the Confederacy. 
Owing to an accident, she was deprived of 
tho chance of surprising the blockading 
fleet and spreading havoc among tho vul­ 
nerable wooden boats, as tho Merrimac 
and Arkansas had done before her. 
She 


my fleet of Buchanan must be reckoned 
with before the great admiral could have 
full swing in Mobile bay. 
The entrance 
is a channel three miles wide, inclosed by 
Gaud bars. 
On the cast sido there stood 
at tho time old Fort Morgan, a brick 
work, which the Confederates had strength­ 
ened by sand bags and an armament of 
threo tiers of guns. Alongside, at the wa­ 
ter’s edge, they had planted a -water bat­ 
tery of seven guns, and on the opposite 
side of the channel erected a new work, 
known as Fort Gaines. 
Threo miles up 
the channel, on the west side, a third work, 
Fort Powell, commanded the inner bay. 
Tile fleet, led by the monitors, steamed 
up opposite Fort Morgan, firing as they 
passed and receiving tho full complement 
of Fort Morgan’s guns in return. 
Sud­ 
denly the leading monitor, the Tecumseh, 
careened and sank, and thoso following 
slo-wod up in anticipation of a similar fate. 
The bay was planted with torpedoes, and 
the Tecumseh, driven hastily, if not reck­ 
lessly, by her commander when he saw a 
chanco to close with the Tennessee, had 
chanced upon one. She carried down over 
IOO officers and men. 
The mishap to tho 
Tecumseh brought the whole lino of mon­ 
itors and gunboats to a standstill directly 
in range of the guns of Fort Morgan and 
the enemy’s vessels lying near just around 
the bend of the bar. 
The wooden ships 
suffered terribly under that fire, and their 
scuppers literally “ ran blood.” 
In order to get above tho smoke which 
hung around the decks of his flagship F ar­ 
ragut climbed into the rigging, whero ha 
was lashed to the ratlines by some of tho 
men. Finding that tho vessels in tho lead 
were timid about going ahead, he ordered 
tho flagship Hartford on at full speed, 
passing the other vessels, monitors and 
all, and when a voice cried to him from 
the decks of the halting ships to lieware 
of torpedoes he roared out: “ Damn tho tor­ 
pedoes! 
I will take the lead!” 
After that the Hartford and several otli- 
vessels rode upon innumerable torpe-

As the Tennessee backed off from the 
Hartford she dropped into the midst of the 
fleet, a target for IOO guns, whose concen­ 
trated shots bogan to tell on lier vulnerable 
parts. 
Her flagstaff disappeared and tho 
smokestack also. 
Her heavy iron port 
shutters, the second weak point in her con­ 
struction, became jammed by tho heavy 
solid shots rained upon them and could 
not be opened to run out the guns for fir­ 
ing Admiral Buchanan and the pilot had 
been wounded, and as a finishing disaster 
tile rudder chains, which were exposed en 
the deck, were cut in two by an ll inch 
shot from the monitor Chickasaw, which 
had hung close under the stern of tho ram 
from the beginning of the fight. 
The Tennessee soon drifted helplessly 
upon the strong tide. Tho Hartford. Lack­ 
awanna, Monongahela and Ossipee, each 
on different quarters, steamed at her full 
I speed, while tho monitor Chickasaw pound- 
ed away at her stern. 
I 
Suddenly the cannonading ceased, and 
\ its echoes died away amid the cheers of the 
sailors of the whole fleet. 
The Tennessee I 
had struck her colors to the Ossipee. 
Not a single shot had passed through 
her shields, and only one had punctured 
the wooden backing underneath the armor. 
Her loss was only two killed and nine 
wounded, and had her machinery and ap­ 
paratus been as pffcctive as her shield the 
battle of Mobile Bay might have had a 
different ending. 
The surrender of the 
forts soon followed that of the ram.

Row boats worth $50 were 
sold for $500 to those wishing to sail 
up the bay into the Sacramento river. 
The price of shovels and picks jumped 
from $1 to $10. 
Stores were rum­ 
maged for bottles, vials and 
brass 
tubes to hold the gold when found. 
“In less than two months San Fran­ 
cisco w as as if swept by a pestilence; 
three-fourths of the male population 
had gone to the mines. 
Real estate 
dropped fully one-half in value, And 
the same happened to all merchandise 
not used in the mines. 
Labor rose 
tenfold in price. 
Negro waiters re­ 
ceived $10 a day and cooks $15, but 
even such wages as these could not in­ 
duce the eager gold-seekers to re­ 
main in the city. 
Nearly everyone 
went to try his luck. 
Some made 
their f6rtunes, but many came back a 
good deal poorer than when they 
started.”
